FYI  - pH  has  returned  to  normal  in  the  City.  We  don't  have  data  on  what  is  suspended  in 
the  water  yet.  Mountain  Studies  Institute  is  collecting  samples  and  seems  to  be  turning  it 
around  pretty  quickly,  but  every  sediment  has  to  be  collected,  and  then  allowed  to  settle  for 
48  hours,  I believe.  So  all  tests  on  particulate  take  awhile.
